LECTURE EY CAPTAIN G. C, ANDERSON.

Chinese, and that to the detriment of 
local interests, Japan. was desirous of

If 
Chioa and Japan came together on the 
basis of cqual trade privileges forall nations 
the matter would net bo eatisfactory to 
Russiu, but Great Britain would be certain 
to back up tho allianco.
